Will Then or Will There Not Be » Cut 


In Prices? 


A vexations question just now among 


cyclists and prospective cyeiists is the 
price that a first class wheel will bring 
lest year. Whether one may be had then 
'or the same price or less than it fetches 
now, or whether the price will be ad- 
vanced, no one seems able to tell abso- 
lutely. The oldest makers of $100 
Wheels say that it would be disastrous 
to their business to sell machines at the 
low figure which several younger man- 
ufacturers have named and at the same 
time furnish each customer with a 
guarantee. On the other hand, it is said 
in some quarters that 'enough money is 
made by many of the concerns which 
have cut their prices to warrant their 
continuing tho experiment nest year. 
It is understood also that certain of 
them have promised to offer even better 
wheels at a cheaper price nest rear than 
now. 


Experienced wheelmen seem slow to 


believe that tho difference in quality 
of the component parts of high grade 
bicycles is so marked as some of the 
makers of those machines would have 
the public Irylieveitis. Thesoriders say 
that skillful workmanship is required iii 
the construction of all durable wheels, 
and if it is true that some of the high 
grade wheelmakers employ more skill- 
ful workmen than others, tho fact is 
often indiscernible both in their wheels' 
appearance and use. 


Whether the wooden bicycles which 


are promised for nest, year will materi- 
ally affect, the wheel trade remains to 
be seen. Their advocates say that the 
wheels will have many advantages over 
those with nietal frames. 


Nobody was surprised when wheels 


of disputed quality were sold at a low 
price, but now that those of a standard 
make can be bought for half price ev- 
erybody is set to thinking. 
When tho 


stock of wheels now selling so cheaply 
is exJiaiisii-d, cyclists wonder what 
move the dealers will make then. Per- 
sons who will want wheels next year 
are probably safe if they wait till then 
before buying. —Now York Sun.

Spain, Portugal and Holland have 


within the last 100 years erased the 
law from their statute books, and have 
benefited by the change, while since the 
reign of Maria Theresa-and the seven 
years' war it exista only in a modified 
form in Austria, and, perhaps, not at 
all in the kingdom of Hungary. 


Bnt it is still in force in Denmark, in 


Sweden, in Prussia and all the other 
federal states of the German empire, as 
•well as in Belgium, Italy, Ecumania, 
Servia, Bulgaria and Greece, the na- 
tional constitution of -which, being of a 
more mushroom character and drawn 
up by enlightened statesmen of the pres- 
ent century, might reasonably be ex- 
pected to be more np to date and free 
from such narrow mediaeval prejudices 
and doctrines. 


It is precisely in the three countries 


which are now ruled by women—Eng-1 
land, Holland and Spain — that tho 
greatest degree of peace and prosperity 
prevails, the three royal widows dis- 
playing far more common sense, en- 
lightened statesmanship and political 
sagacity than any of their brother nion- 
archs. 


Under the circumstances it must tie a 


taine that they readily learned to'thrust 
their long, slender, threadlike tongues 
between the lips of their keeper for the 
sweets pa which they subsisted.

spray or perching upon a twig, coquet- 
tishlv pluming themselves with their 
long* slender beaks, they are really ob- 
jects of grace and beauty, worthy the 
admiration of every beholder. 


A Pmnlca. Stone Barrier. 


A floating barrier of pumice stone 19 


miles long, over 1,000 yards wide and 
15 feet deep, closing a seaport to all 
vessels as effectually as a boom could 
do, is not the sort of thing one is likely 
to forget, and yet that was one of tbe 
results of the Krakatoa eruption, the 
port being Telok Retcung, in Sunda 
straits. Formed in a few hours, it would 
almost seem to be the supreme effort of 
nature in the pumice making line were 
it not that such immense quantities are 
found at the bottom of the sea—a queer 
place for pumice stone. But pumice, 
when produced, is really heavy. It is 
only the air cavities in it that make it 
light, and as it floats it becomes water 
logged and down it goes. Most of the 
pumice we use in Europe comes from 
the Lipari islands, north of Sicily, "the 


matter of regret that, the Salic law

ful ruler. 


The fact is that ibe kirirr, iu spite of 


all his talents and his perfections, mora! 
and otherwise, is entirely wanting in 
that personal magnetism, and. if I may 
be permitted to coin the expression, that 
public tact which distinguished his 
homely, genial and by no means so in- 
tellectual brother, King Charles XV. 


The latter had only one daughter, 


Princess Louisa, who inherited his qua! 
ities, and who, in spite of her plainness, 
was just as much the idol of both the 
Norwegians and Swedes as Princess 
Paulino of Wnrttemberg ia at Stuttgart 
Over six feet high, and far from being 
endowed with intellect above the aver 
age, she possesses the best temper in th 
world and an inexhaustible fund o 
merriment and good humor, and a hear 
as big as her laugh, which has been 
compared to that of a horse. 


Had she been permitted to sncceet 


her father as.queen regent of Sweden 
and Norway, it is doubtful whether th' 
present conflict in the sister kingdom

Fresh experiments on the pcuver of 


sunlight to klil disease germs were

In such experiments a plate of gela- 
tine is sown with bacteria, and then 
portions ot the plate are covered, 
while the remainder is exposed to 
direct sunshine. 
In the exposed 


places the organisms are kil'ed, while 
they flourish in the shaded parts.

,helr weights. From that list the 
tandard dollar was dropped. There 
s the widest difference between the 
anguage and scope of the two acts 
which Senator Sherman says were 
Imilar in form and effect so far as 
the standard silver dollar was con- 
cerned. The mints were open to 
anyone who wanted to have his silver 
coined into standard dollars after 
1853 
as before, and silver dollars 


were legal tender just as much as if 
the act of 1853 had not been passed. 
The act of 1873 omitted the standard 
dollar from the new list of "silver 
coins in the United States," and thus 
closed tha doors of the mints against 
silver for coinage into such dollars. 
The codification of the laws in the 
following year utterly destroyed the 
egal tender quality of the standard 
dollar until revived by the act of 
1878.—Cleveland Plain Dealer.

His wife wanted 
td see him before she died, but the 
attendants had to deceive her. fear- 
ing that the knowledge of bis fate 
would hasten her death. She callea 
for him in vain. And yet the gold 
bugs and shylocks say that the single

it continues the better i6 is for the 
workingman.! 
If 
starvation 
and 


death are better for a man than 
plenty of work and good wages, then 
the gold bugs are right. But if 
peace, prosperity, steady work, good 
wages, happy homes and content- 
ment are more to be desired than 
the condition mentioned above, the 
gold bugs are wrong. The people 
demand the restoration of silver 
with the many blessings that will 
follow from that policy, and they 
mean to have it.

I'ou find it in busi- 
ness circles, you hear it on strt-et ccrnors— 
any. yon see it there in the hundrtjdH of idle 
men who a-o all day and late tnt« the Bight 
Branding about telegraph poles iji liu* busim::w 
centers, waiting for something to turn up. 
You will find it in thu number of the public 
meetings held by tho idle and laboring men, 
to talk over the situation, in tho .servuies of 
the now cru churches, which tho laboring 
world has sat up for itsnlf becauso ike rogelu- 
tion clergy persistently fail to tuko i-ogniztmcfl 
of tho cjiuses of thij disturbed stnte of tho 
masses. Ton can sea this discontent in tho 
papers, teeming with attacks on monopoly ;ind 
recitals oi' tho hardships of tho jioopie.

THE ACTS OF 1853 AJTO1873. 
la Ms speech at Columbus yester- 


day Senator Sherman endeavored to 
explain away "the crime of 1873" 
by saying the silver dollar had been 
demonetised by the act of 3853, 
which changed the weights of the 
subsidiary silver coins. That we may 
do bis ao injustice we quote his 
exact words: "Senator Hunter," he 
said, <!!E 1853, during Pierce's ad- 
ministration, secured the passage of 
a law which reduced the silver in the 
hilf dimes, dimes, quarters and half 
dollars, 
making them subsidiary 


coins, abolished their free coinage 
and limited their legal tender to $5. 
The silver dollar was rfot mentioned 
and practically was not excluded 
from coinage and circulation." Later 
on in his speech he said, speaking of 
the-act of 1373; "This bill omitted 
from the coins of the United States 
the silver dollar precisely as was done 
In 1853, but provided for the coinage 
of the fractional parts of the dollar 
in accordance with the act of that

President Cleveland intends that uil 


filibusters from the United States to 
Cuba shall know what they are about 
and what they lay themselves liable to 
if they are caught At least if they do 
not know it will not be his fault, as he 
more than hints in his filibuster procla- 
mation. He calls attention emphatically 
to the fact that the judicial tribunal of 
last, resort in this country has recently 
laid down clearly exactly what are vio- 
lations of the neutrality laws of the 
United States. According to its deci- 
sion, armed expeditious fitted out in. the 
United States to make war on a friendly 
cower, such as Spain is officially, if not 
privately, are of coarse violations of 
our neutrality and treaty agreements 
with Spain. But such expeditious do 
not constitute the only violations of the 
law. Any one who contributes supplies, 
means of transportation or anus for such 
expedition violates the law and is liable 
to be punished. This, however, evident- 
ly does net include such mercantile 
transactions as selling arms, ammuni- 
tion ami supplies openly to Cubans or 
anybody else. Such supplies must bo 
proved to be for the use of filibustering 
expeditions before they can bo seized by 
the United States authorities.

I don't 
get very high prices, of course, so I 
have to depend largely oa tho 
amount I soil. Anyhow, I make 
enough to keep me going. It takes 
mo about five minutes to make a 
roso out of a turnip, and it looks very 
natural." 


Tho turnip man held at arm's 


length ono ho was just finishing. It 
really was an admirable counterfeit 
of n roso. 


"I get 10 cents a dozen for these. 


The pinks I make from carrots sell 
for about tho same. I can get five 
flowers out of a good carrot, and al- 
wa%"s four, because I never buy any 
but tho best or.os. I use apples a 
good deal for the daisies, putting 
tho hearts in from carrots. They al- 
so nmko good marigolds and camel- 
lias."

He 
took a lineja raw turnip and began 
backing away at it with a knife 
curved like a sabor. The peelings 
snowed upon tho floor as he twirled 
tho turnip about in his hands. With 
infinite oaro ho fashioned the leaves, 
now using a fine blade, now a coarse 
one, and soon the turnip began to 
losn its turnipy appearance. When 
ic looked as if almost finished, the 
worker took a fine knife and thin- 
ned the leaves until they wero trans- 
lucent.

You 
see, I can make pansies by dyeing 
tho petals with the red and bine 
mixed. 


"Beets como in very handy for 


tbo deep red roses, and they carve 
very easily. Sometimes I make tiger 
lihia. but they are only curiosities, 
as people won't pay a quarter apiece 
for thorn. Thoy require two whole 
turniiw and a carrot, and it takes 
nio two hours to make one. Now 
and then I cut out animals. I did 
a horse once for which I got $5—that 
is, a man said ho would give mo 15, 
but I broke one of tho horse's legs 
carrying it to him. My youngster 
likes mo to cut out cats and dogs for 
him. so I do it sometimes to please 
him. Cats and dogs wouldn't sell at 
all alongside of roses and pinks.

Checks by Men In Straits. 


"Are Pittsburg bnsinoss men of- 


ten detected in the praetica of kiting 
checks?'" -was tho question asked of 
a number of lending bankers the 
other day, in response to -which 
scir-o interesting information was 
obtained. The allegations made in a 
recent sensational trial about how 
tho practice of obtaining money 
without paying interest could be 
carried to a sort of scientific perfec- 
tion made the subject appear one of 
considerable importance, as indeed 
those of the bankers who vrovsld talk 
about it admit that; it is. Bank cash- 
iers and directors are of necessity 
the most discreet people in the 
world, and consequently those who 
•would consent to give any informa- 
tion on the subject stipulated that 
their names should not be used. 


It would appear, however, from 


facts obtained, that there is nothing 
to prevent a business man or firm 
•with good credit from always hav- 
ing an amount outstanding in checks 
ranch greater than their bank ac- 
count it they are sufficiently skill- 
ful and unscrupulous. Honest men 
will net draw against nothing, it is 
generally maintained, though there 
are s-iid to be frequently cases where 
tho bnnkor-^end for their customers 
and ivtirimand them for some irrec- 
ulanty or request them to move j 
their accounts to some other hank. ( 
The Kitsatest care is necessary to 
protect banks against the acceptance 
of -worthies* chocks, and buch losses 
are frequently occurring. A banker, 
wJio has also a variety of other in- 
terests, in diseasing the matter, 
said-

banks where you have no money 
and then sending the bank drawn on 
a check on a third bank to meet the 
firbt when it arrives. Skillful and 
well posted nif n can foria a chain 
by w'nch they can got tho use of 
money for months in this manner, 
and, 
though it is not often resorted 


to by any but tho dishonest, there 
are caneswhero big firms have float- 
ed large sums a long while and 
eventually took all their paper with- 
out having been suspected. 


"The Miinple^t form of kinng is 


where a man gives a check on a 
bank whero he has not tho money 
to meer. it and goes to the bank next 
day and deposits tho amount In the 
ordinary course of business the 
check will not reach the bank for 25 
hours, and if the cnsh is there to 
cover it \vheii it arrives it is to 
be presumed his intentions were 
honest, so that tho transaction is 
not properly to be called kituic; at 
all. 
If, however, by somo mischance, 


ho is unable to mrtko the deposit, he 
is liable to prosecution for false pro- 
tense, oven if he had supposed that 
ho would make tho de-posit, tho 
thing which r. man dues being al- 
ways the best presumptive evidence 
of lii^ intention!!.

man to obtain largo sums of money 
by flying kitos. \vhuther to defraud 
tho last holders of his paper or vrith 
tho idea ot getting money to title 
him over difficulties, lie will operate 
between different cities, and some- 
tinifs also with the ;••;;! of a confed- 
erate. "—Pitts-burg Dispatch.
